Demand of Doctors. 

The Physicians’ club has repeatedly 
demanded that the muncipal code be 
changed, or at least that a man with a 
medical diploma be given charge of the 
active work of the health department. 
This demand the commissioners have re- 
fused. 

For seven weeks, tt now Wespe 
reports of typhoid fever cases piled up 
on Mr. Volstorff’s desk. They were ac- 
cepted as a matter of routine, the health 
officer says. 

The city laboratory happens to be in 
charge of a physician, Dr. A. L. Mann. 
One day toward the middle of August 
some one brought him some cultures to 
be examined. They were found to indi- 
cate presence of virulent typhoid germs. 

As soon as he had finished his examina- 
tion, on Aug. 18, Dr. Mann went to. the 
Elgin watch factory and took samples 
of its water supply. "These, too, were 
found to be full of typhoid germs. Dr. 
Mann went back the next day and re- 
ported his findings to Supt. George E. 
Hunter, who shut off the water at once. 


Origin of the Trouble. 
Further examination proved that the 
factory's drinking water was the source 
of the whole epidemic. This water is 
supposed to come from artesian springs, 
but there is als a boiler room intake | 
from the Fox river, and the latter pipe 
was once connected with the drinking 


water plant, so that spring water, in 


an emergency, could sd pumped" into 
th boilers. ~ 

A valve had been forced open, allowing 
the contaminated river water to flow 1550 
the aprings.
